Altercations on Account of Fees are, however, ſo unpleaſant, that 
I have in moſt Caſes been accuſtomed to limit my Compoſition for 
Fees on Searches of this Sort to Five Guineas, and have endea- 
voured, in other Inſtances, to avoid as much as I could every Occa- 
ſion of Diſagreement; but the Conſequence has been, that the 
Proſits of my Office are (as I humbly conceive) much below the 
Truſt and the Duties of it. Yet I ſtill continue to pay Z 92 a Year 
for Land Tax, although the Income has been reduced ſo as to 
make my Proportion conſiderably higher than that of other Officers 
aſſeſſed in the ſame Diſtrict; and it may be obſerved, that the Buſi- 
neſs of the Office is very fluctuating and uncertain, requiring at 
Times Attendance out of Office Hours, yet as I cannot have any 
_ occaſional Aſſiſtance (the old Hands being familiar only to very 
few) I am under the Neceſſity of breeding up young Gletks, to 
whom I pay conſtant Salaries, which (though higher than” the

The Marſhal fubmits, that £.1,300'a 
Year,” is by no Means ſufficient, conſidering the Eſtabliſhment he 


is under the Neceſſity of keeping, and the immenſe Riſks that he 


is hourly liable to, having upon an Average 600 Priſoners in his 
Cuſtody, charged with at leaſt . 130, 00. It is ſuppoſed that no 
 Infurance Office in London would take £.500 a Year to inſure the 
Marſhal againſt all the Riſks that he runs. 
Previous to the Year 1791, the Profits of the Office ſeldom 
amounted to leſs than ＋ .2,000 per Annum; but ſince the making 
of the Rules of Court tor eue the Limits of the Rules of the 


Priſon, and for reducing the Number of Day Rules to Three only 


in each Term, the Profits of the Office are now reduced io under 
C. 1, 300, and the Execution of the Marſhal's Office is rendered ſtill 
more difficult, on Account of the Diſcontents that prevail among 
the Priſoners on that Account. The Warden of the Fleet reaps 
the Benefit of thoſe Rules in the King's Bench, as all thoſe who 


are able to pay, remove themſelves from the King's Bench into the 
Fleet Priſon, where they are allowed Day Rules every Day in 
Term as uſual. It is humbly ſubmitted that no good Reaſon can 


be aſſigned why the Priſoners in the Fleet Priſon ſhould haye greater 
Privileges allowed them than thoſe in the King's Bench, —
